USSR MEDIA EXPOSE AIM OF WEINBERGER TRIP

[Text] Moscow, 5 Apr (KCNA)--Soviet papers and news agency exposed the 
aim of U.S. Defense Secretary Weinberger's trip to South Korea. 


PRAVDA April 4 in a commentary titled "Pentagon Chief's Asian Tour” said 
that Weinberger's first tour of Asia is connected with the plan of the 

.S. Defense Department to deploy a new missile system for forestalling 
attack not only in Europe but in East Asia as well. 


The Pentagon chief, the paper said, demanded Japan to increase her military 
poteatial in the 1980s so her fleets and fiying corps could undertake patrol 
on the sea and in the air up to 1,000 miles off the Japanese coast. 


Condemning the U.S. Defense Secretary's junket to South Korea, the faper 
pointed out: He assured the South Korean rulers that the “plans of U.S. 
troops pullout” from South Korea brought forward in the 1970 had been 
scrapped finally. 


On the same day, SELSKAYA ZHIZN issued a commentary denouncing the "South 
Korea-U.S. annual security consultative meeting," which noted: The “consul- 
tative meeting” for strengthening the "Washington-Seoul” military strategic 
axis furnished one more proof that the United States was organising a mobile 


force in Asia, too, for attaining their dominating goal. 
Earlier, SOTSIALISTITCHESKAYA INDUSTRIYA said in a commentery on April 3: 


The U.S. Defense Secretary's official aim in his South Xorean trip was to 
attend the "South Korea-U.S. annual security consultative meeting." 
But, in fact, this was not the main thing. 


He visited South Korea to reaffirm the "commitment" of the Reagan administra- 
tion to “protect” the South Korean “regime” and assure the junta bosses that 
"the United States will give full support to South Korea in the future, too.”

[Text] Pyongyang, 26 Mar (KCNA)--The U.S. paper CHICAGO TRIBUNE recently 
carried an article by Yi Chae-hyon, former "information chief" of the 
South Korean puppet embassy in the United States, who sought refuge in 

the United States in 1973 against the military fascist dictatorial "regime" 
of South Korea, according to a KNS report. 


In the article, Yi Chae-hyon, now a professor at Illinois University, the 
United States, accused the U.S. Government of encouraging the Chon Tu-hwan 
military fascist "regime," saying that "the anti-American feelings of the 
South Korean populace should not be underestimated." 


Warning that if the United States continued its policy of encouraging 
the South Korean puppet "regime" to the suppression of the people, it would 
bring more grave consequences in future, he said:

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JOURNALISTS BACK DCRK, NOTE U.S. THREAT

[Text] Pyongyang, 23 Mar (KCNA)--Supplementary reports were made at the 
world conference of journalists for the reunification of Korea which 
was held in the capital of Finland. 


Indian delegate N. K. Nautiyal, editor of the Indian paper BLITZ, made a 
supplementary report on the first item of the agenda "On the proposal 
on founding the Democratic Confederal Republic of Koryo." [DCRK] 


He said: As widely known to the world, the proposal on founding the 
Democratic Confederal Republic of Koryo advanced by respected 

President Kim Il-song is a great event in the Korean people's struggle for 
the country's reunification. 


Korea's reunification should be achieved independently without any foreign 
interference, peacefully without recourse to force of arms and on the 
basis of great national unity, as made clear in the July 4 north-south 
joint statement. 


The most realistic and reasonable way to reunify Korea on these principles 
is to found the DCRK by bringing together the north and the south. 


In order to realize Korea's reunification under the condition that differing 
thoughts and systems exist in the north and south of Korea and that their 
difference is widening, there is no other way than that of founding a con- 
federal state, leaving the two ideas and systems in north and south as they 
are. 


The proposal of founding the DCRK is a fair and realistic, loving the 
country and the nation, reunification proposal to solve the reunification 
problem, the most urgent question of the nation, by the nation itself 
peacefully without harming either side, the north and the south. 


Though different ideas and systems exist in the north and the south, they 
have a community of the nation that cannot be removed, and the desire for 
reunification that cannot be suppressed. So, it is fully possible to 
realize reunification by founding the confederal state, leaving the existing 
ideas and systems in the north and the south as they are. 








Herein lie the originality and real significance of the proposal on founding 
the confederal state advanced by respected President Kim Il-song. 


The proposal to found the DCRK is a most fair step for reunification accept- 
able to the north and south of Korea. 


First of all, it is because all contents reflected in the new reunification 
proposal have been formulated and developed in a reasonable and fair way 
in full conformity with the interests of both sides.

Today South Korea is under the yoke of the blood-thirscy tyrant who performed 
a criminal "exploit" astounding the world, the tyrant who was accorded 
hospitality by U.S. President Reagan months ago. 


The working masses of South Korea are now dominated by U.S. and Japanese 
neo-colonialism. Workers there are harshly exploited. 


Today some publications of the world distort all reports clarifying the 
stand of reunifying the two parts of a country constituting one entity 
so that reality may not be known. 


The founding of a confederal state, in other words, the founding of the 
Democratic Confederal Republic of Koryo will provide an important guarantee 
of the stability, independence, non-alignment and neutrality of the Korean 
Peninsula where tension has reached the highest pitch.

In an attempt to further step up the arms race and war preparations in 
South Korea, the U.S. Defence Department, together with the Seoul 


fascists, is loudly advertising the fictitious "military threat of the 
north.” 


This conference should inform the public circles, particularly the public 
circles of Western countries of the intensified frantic manoeuvres and 
threat against the interests of peoples the world over. 


The U.S. troops must withdraw from the territory of Korea so that this 
country may be reunified peacefully on the basis of justice and equity. 


As for the "unification proposal" brought forward by the Seoul "regime," 
this "proposal" which does not envisage the withdrawal of foreign troops 
occupying the Korean territory cannot be a constructive proposal for the 
reunification; it must be branded as a splittist move.

He said: 


ine danger of another conflict in Korea is made all the more ominous by the 
policies of the Reagan administration in the United States. The U.S. has 
deployed over 1,000 atomic warheads near the military demarcation line 
between both zones of Korea. In addition to the nuclear weapons in Korea, 

the U.S. is constantly introducing the latest in modern conventional weaponry, 
trom jet planes to tanks, further, every year the U.S. and South Korea 
conduct provocative joint-exercises near the truce zone to test the battle 
readiness of their troops and armaments. Military analysts interpret them 

to be preparations for an offensive across the dividing line into the DPRK. 
There is no doubt that Chon Tu-hwan would fall immediately to the country's 
democratic forces--despite his huge army--if the U.S. withdrew its troops 

and backing from the fascist regime. Over the years, the Pyongyang government 
has launched a number of reasonable proposals for peaceful, independent 
reunification. The world opinion supports the DPRK's views. 








During the current session of the United Nations, over 60 countries announced 


they generally supported Pyongyang's proposals. 


Despite his firm opposition to reunification, Chon Tu-hwan under great 
pressure, not just from his own people but from the progressive and non- 
aligned international community, pay lip-service to the idea of reunifica- 
tion and to launch a "proposal" of his own some time ago. [as received] 
Chon Tu-hwan's "proposal" amounted to little more than a smokescreen to 
conceal his own untenable opposition to genuine independent and peaceful 
reunification. Without suggesting any alternation in South Korea's present 
undemocratic political atmosphere or in any way hinting that U.S. troops 
were to be removed, Seoul put forward a plan for "general election" that 
the DPRK had no alternative but to reject. 


The withdrawal of U.S. troops and an end to U.S. support to South Korea 
are not only the key to the democratization of South Korea and to eventual 
reunification but also impede Washington's military manoeuvres in this 
region and reduce the prospect of a major war, the reporter noted, and 
stressed:

"TASS' EXPOSES U.S. ARMS BUILDUP IN S. KOREA

[Text] Pyongyang, 3 Apr (KCNA)--A TASS report from Tokyo exposed the 
U.S. imperialists scheme to step up arms tuildup in South Korea. 


It said: 


The American military strives to strengthen its hold on the south of the 
Korean Peninsula and to turn the dictatorial "regime" of Chon Tu-hwan into 

an obedient executant ot the Pentagon's aggressive designs in the Far East. 
This is shown by the results of the session of the American-“‘outh ‘orean 
consultative council on problems of security, which close’ . Se u«. This 
conference of representatives of the American and South koit:an .i.: ary, held, 
according to the newspaper MAINICHI, against a background of increcised 
activity of U.S. aggressive strategy, showed that Washington has decided 

to further increase the combat power and equipment of the Seou' puppet 

army and its 40,000-strong expeditionary corps in the south of Korea. 


KYODO TSUSHIN says that in the "joint communique” signed by the U.S. defence 
secretary and the puppet defence minister of South Korea, the American 

war hawks and their puppets agreed to build up arms arsenals for use in the 
event of "emergency" and to strengthen their cooperation in developing 

the military industry of South Korea. 


\s is said by the Japanese press, the Pentagon's chief Weinberger promised 
Seoul for the next fiscal year a credit to buy American military equipment 
worth over 200 million dollars. 


Thus, the purpose of the past session was to further strengthen the Wash‘ngton- 
Seoul militarv-strategic axis and to build up tension in the region. The 
current American-South Korean exercises in the south of the Korean Peninsula, 
"Team Spirit-82," which involve over 160,000 servicemen, should also be 
regarded in the same light. 


\ TASS report from Washington, exposing the U.S. defence secretary 
Weinberger's manoeuvres in South Korea to perpetuate the U.S. military 
presence in the Korean Peninsula, said: 








The United States intends to stay in South Korea for a long time to come. 
This was confirmed by the visit to Seoul by the U.S. secretary of defence 
weinberger. 


In a speech in Seoul the U.S. secretary of defence specially indicated 
that Washington p).anned also a “substantial improvement of its military 
possibilities in the region.” 


Thereby Washington fully revealed its plans of perpetuating American 
military presence in the Korean Peninsula, of turning it into a 
military-political springboard of the United States.

STRIFE IN S. KOREAN REGIME NOTED

[Text] Pyongyang, 5 Apr (KCNA)--An "emergency consultative meeting" of 
puppet cabinet ministers was held on March 5 at "Chongwadae" in connection 
with the fact that the deceptive "unification proposal" brought forward 

by the traitor Chon Tu-hwan has been repudiated and miscarried, according 
to radio "Voice of the Revolutionary Party for Reunification" quoting 
sources close to "Chongwadae."™ 


On March 29 the radio reported as follows in the name of its editorial 
board about the "consultative meeting” which ended in a strife: 


Speaking before “ministers," Chon Tu-hwan said: U.S. advisers said that 
politics should be different in the inside and the outside. 


Then he made an incoherent tirade, saying that he advanced the "January 22 
proposal" to have a dialogue and placate public sentiments, but it mis- 
carried, causing a big headache. 


Chon Tu-hwan called the "minister of culture and information" to account 

for the failure, barking "How did you conduct propaganda among the people? 
Why is there no response among them to the ‘January 22 proposal?'" He 

also got angry with the security pianning agency for failing to put down 
the anti-"government" sentiments of the people, saying "diplomatic missions 
abroad are unable to call press conferences properly to disgrace themselves, 
he asked the "foreign minister" what plan he has to win the support to 

the countries of their residence. 


Noting that the "ministers" had hard time of it, trying to find excuses, 
the radio said: hard pressed by the traitor Chon Tu-hwan, the "chief of 
the secretariat," the "minister of culture and information," the "minister 
of unification board" and the "secretary general of the Democratic Justice 
Party" shifted responsibility on to one another. 

The "secretary general of the Democratic Justice Party” tried to excuse 
himself, claiming that KYONGHYANG SINMUN disclosed secret data on the 
"nylan of the Democratic Justice Party to increase the party strength,” 
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a splittist plan seeking north-south co-existence and confrontation. 
Thus the director of KYONCHYANG SINMUN was calJed to be given abusive 
words, the radio pointed out. 


It continued: 


The director of the paper recalled that at “Chongwadae” on September 27 
last year Chon Tu-hwan told him that a new plan of dialogue for launching 
an offensive against the north was worked out and a more interesting 
thing was a “unification proposal for destroying communism” in the 2000s, 
giving him a detailed explanation of it and instructing him to launch 

a press campaign taking into consideration the fact that "the plan of the 
government and the Democratic Justice Party is not to achieve unification 
even in 100 or 200 years." The director said "If there were not such 
instructions, how the fact could be made public in the newspaper." 


Dumbfounded, the traitor Chon Tu-hwan cried that “everything went wrong 
owing to talkative press organs and that no material should be reported 
in the future before it was given by the NAEOE TONGSIN News Agency, 

and went out of the meeting hall. The meeting thus ended. 
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KIM CHANG-IL SUCCESSION ISSUE, NORTH-SOUTH DIALOGUE ANALYZED

"The Establishment of the Kim Chong-il Succession System and the Projected De- 
velopment of its South Korean Policy." Summary of a paper presented before a 
National Assembly Foreign Affairs Committee hearing on 23 Nov 81.] 


[Text] 1. Problems involving Kom Chong-il's succession of power: In a Commu- 
nist country securing and maintaining political power takes precedence over inm- 
plementing the communist ideology. Therefore, Kim Chong-il is expected to tread 
the same path as Kim Il-song did in keeping political power, since Kim Chong-il 
will also rise to power through help of others as Kim Il-song once did when he 
attempted to keep control of power by means of advocating personal cult. 


Following are similar and different points between Kim Il-song and Kim-Chong-il 
in grasping and maintaining power. 


Similarity: Both of them inevitably would have to resort to a means of elimi- 
nating undesirable elements in order to justify their power and preserve it be- 
cause of the fundamental weakness of the unorthodox way in which they grasped 
power. 


Difference: Kim Il-song has eliminated orthodox elite members of the party with 
help of outside forces. In contrast, Kim Chong-il, as inheriter of power from 
Kim Ll-song, is trying to get rid of opposing forces under the elder Kim's 
protection. 


Problematical points involving succession to power: 


Kim Chong-il must get rid of senior members of the revolutionary movement if he 
is to move up to the seat of power and replace them with new people suitable to 
the succession system. The process will inevitably bring about a shock to the 
Kim'Il-song system and is likely to invoke dissension and discord among his 
family members including his stepmother, half-brother, and a maternal uncle. 


While Kim Il-song has eliminated opposition forces as counter-revolutionaries, 


Kim Chong-il is expected to take administrative measure in liquidating oppon- 
ents since transition of power is likely to take the form of replacing old 
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loyalists to Kim Il-song with new b] wd, rather than seeking confrontation with 
them. 


Although the principle of the surviv:l of the fittest, to be applied by neces- 
sity in the process of transfer of power to Kim Chong-il, may, within the so- 
cialist context, be a nonrevolutioi s-y process of eliminating nonhostile con- 
tradictions, if carried out improperiy, it could produce hostile contradictions. 
in the process of succession to powe~, it may be inevitable to eliminate party 
cadres of a middle-age group and, among other things, the military commanders 

in their fifties, who have been loya! to Kim Il-song. For this reason, we can- 
not preclude the fact that an atmospiere of opposing the Kim Chong-il system 
may be created. 


2. The Characteristics of Kim Chong-il] Leadership 


Kim ll-song has created tie succession system to see to it that his creative 
achievements and his value system be maintained even after his death. It is an 
expression of his firm desire to car -y on his ideal without modification, or 
degradation, in view of what happene! in the USSR and Communist China. He will 
try to pass on Kim [i-songism as a r:ligeous belief and deny any revisionist 
attempt. 


in order to ensure Kim Il-songism's ontinuous implementation, he is organizine 
the Kim Chong-il system with graduat :s from Mangyongdae Institute. After the 
Sixth Party Congress, 30 percent of arty Politburo members, 32 percent of Party 
Military Committee members, and 20 p:rcent of Party Central Committee members 
are graduates of Manzyongdae Institu e. 


Since Kim Chong-il grew up under the rigidly controlled society where Communist 
ideology holds sway, his leadership ‘wuld tend to be more radican and beligerent 
than that of Kim Il-song, more revolutionary than being reasonable and more in 
tavor of struggle than being comprom sing. 


3. The Power System of Kim Chong-il and Changeover of a Generation 


Kim L[l-song considers that the Kim Cong-1{1] system moving into position of power 
and proportionate phasing out of his own power would be an ideal way for trans- 
terring the power. The policy of ca.re has, in principle, adupted the policy of 
Mao Zedony, consolidating three age roups of the old, middle-age, and the young. 
However, Kim Il-song differed from Mio on the question of balancing the three 
and went in favor of the middle-age over the old, of the young over the middle- 
age. in the 19/08, he advocated a Tiree Revolutionary Team Campaign, pursuing 
generation change-over tn order to consolidate the Kim Chong-il system. The 
party and military leaderships are b.-ing replaced by young people but adminis- 
trative departments are expected to \e filled gradually with technocrats of both 
young and middle-age groups. 


After the Sixth Party Congress, graduates of Mang'yongdate were assigned to key 
posts in the party and military, the eby consolidating more than half of the 
backbone of the Kim Chong'il system. The question of rationalizing Kim Chong- 
{i's position by constitutional agen. ies still remains to be solved, but it is 
merely a procedural matter. 








4. <A War of Doctrine is Expected to Heat Up to Preserve the Power System 

To remove and justify weakness of Kia Chong'il's succession to fower, a war of 
doctrine will be escalated to preserve his power system, by setting the downfall 
»f South Korea as a target of revolutionary struggle. 


North Korea will adhere to the position that neither compromise with nor conces- 
sion to South Korea's political syst m is a revolutionary ethic and morality for 
the “South Korean people’ and overseis “comrades.” 


The young people of the new generation are those who were born in the “rational 
era” of the Communist Party and whos: faith in the value of communism was im- 
posed on. For this reason, North Korea will further intensify their hatred 


toward a “hostile systen.” 


5. North Korea Regards the Founding of a "Koryo Democratic Federation” as a 
National Unification Charter 


North Korea has defined "Koryo Democ atic Federation" as a great unification 
charter embodying the noble idea of reedom, neutrality, peace, and patriotism.” 
The reason that North Korea rejects jouth Korea's “January 12 proposal" and 
"June 5 proposal" is because North Korea's unification charter of the so-called 
"Koryo Democratic Federal Republic” will be jeopardized. 


The “Koryo Federation System" is designed to apply Lenin's thesis to a divided 
Korea in a creative way. In Chapter 7 of his “Thesis on the Issue of People 
and Colony,” Lenin states: "The provisional form of government in the process 
of gaining a dominating position by >roletarians is a federation system.” 


[he proposal of a Federation System is a provisional measure to take until North 
Kore. gains a dominating position ov r South Korea. 


Ihe “Koryo Federation System" is bas-*d on the world outlook of Marxism and 
Leninism: The question of unification should be led by North Korean Communists, 
and untfication will be attatned und +r communism through the implarentation of 

| confederation system. The Koryo f -deration system is a formula which applies 
the law ot developments of materialistic dialectics. 


Nevertheless, some oversess personag.:s and so-called progressi‘‘e scholars are 
mistaken to take it as {f it is a unification plan simply based on Hegel's 
dialectic theory. There {ts a tenden y among them to take a sympathetic stand 
toward North Korea's deceptive schem.:. 


The “Koryo Federation System™” is a tictic by the Unification Front designed to 
bring down the South Korean governmeit. North Korea will promote a unification 
harter of what is called "Koryo Federation System" at the risk of the Kim 
Chang-{!l system. 








6. “Peaceful Unification" and North and South Dialogue Under the Kim Chong-il

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On the issue of “Peaceful Unification" between North and South Korea, both sides 
hold the same view that both pursue unification by peaceful means, not by war, 
but they differ fundamentally in their approach. 


South Korea nas define. the peaceful unification as the greatest taks facing 
the nation, will avoid a fratricidal war and resolve the question of unifica- 
tion only through dialogue. 


North Korea adheres to the principle that a dialogue is a revolutionary struggle 


aimed at destroying capitalism and building socialism rather than settling any 
pending questions. 


Following are circumstances under which North Korea will be willing to partici- 
pate in substancial discussions on the question of “peaceful unification.” 


North Korea could no longer oppose the objective requirement of a given situa- 
tion: 1) when international tension was eased and major powers surrounding the 
Korean peninsula came to agreement on the question of peaceful unification; 

2) when nationalist forces were overwhelmingly powerful and the communist side 
were disarrayed; and 3) when the admiration of the South Korean people toward 


socialist construction in North Korea was believed to have reached its peak, as 
North Korea often alleges. 


But the creation of these conditions are impossible to come about in reality; 
therefore, the possibility of North Korea coming to dialogue appears slin. 


Judging from the fact that communists generally change their form of struggle 
ind resort to an all-out peace offensive when an international situation or ob- 
jective circumstances become relaxed (as explained in the communist theory, rev- 
ylution is divided into three stages: 1) a decending period, 2) a declining 


period, and 3) a low tide period), North Korea can never be an exception to this 
rule. North Korea will escalate tension rather than relaxing it because it is 
pursuing a revolution under communism in South Korea. 


There is a great possibility that the 1980s may be developed into an era of 
inother cold war and, as a result, a war of doctrines may be escalated, not to 
mention an escalation of tension in international community.

PARTY MERGER TO IMPROVE TIES WITH EUROPE

[Text] The merger of the Democratic Socialist Party and Shinjong-Dang (New 
Political Party) into the New Socialist Party marked a significant record 

in the history of the nation's political parties in terms of a "union between 
progressives and censervatives." Their agreement to board the same boat 

shows a success in combining different elements which are as hard to reconcile 
as oil and water. The decisive factor which prompted them to bind their 
forces together was the necessity for increased party strength in connection 
with its foreign relations. 


The nation's sole Socialist Party, the DSP, took the initiative in the course 
of the merger, thus absorbing the Conservative Party. The Socialist Party 
was indebted to the basic idea of the adoption of a multi-party system by the 
fifth republic for merging with the Shinjong-Dang. 


In the new multi-party system, political blocs were largely shaped into a 
ruling party, a conservative opposition camp, and a socialist party. But the 
Socialist Party finished in the general elections as a splinter party, 
securing only two parliamentary seats. The DSP's humiliating defeat in the 
elections was attributed to its lack of capability and a deep-rooted biased 
view of socialism. 


Compared with the Socialist Party's weakness on the domestic political arena, 
the necessity of its existence has been felt stronger than before in view 

of its increased role in improving foreign relations especially with European 
socialist parties. This has resulted in becoming a united party with three 
lawmakers. Thus, the NSP has emerged as the fourth party to rival the 
Democratic Justice Party, the Democratic Korea Party and Korea National Party. 


The nation's diplomatic efforts requires expansion of channels for dialogue 
with West European socialist forces. At present, six West European nations 
have socialist governments--France, Denmark, Greece, Finland, Austria and 
Malta. In six other nations, socialist parties are participating in coali- 
tions. They are West Germany, Switzerland, Belgium, the Netherlands, Italy 
and Iceland. In another six nations including Sweden, socialist parties have 
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had experience of gaining power and now are waiting for another chance as 
first opposition parties. 


The old DSP‘*s chairman Rep Ko Chong-hun, who is now president of the NSP, 
has been busy, so far, contacting foreign socialist parties leaders to 
materialize his party's joining the Socialist International (SI). However, 
the socialist leader, who stayed abroad for half of last year to participate 
in various meetings, confessed, “I did my best to enhance the party prestize 
in international forums. But I could not hide my shame when I told them 
(foreign leaders) that my party had only two lawmakers." 


He feels acutely the need for an increase in the number of his party's 
parliamentary seats for more vigorous activity abroad. But the number of 
lawmakers whom he can invite to his party is limited. There are eight 
independents who can possibly join the Socialist Party. He said that "we 
will try to persuade three or four of them to join the party by the middle 
of next year." ,

MINISTER WARNS COLLEGES TO CONTROL DISTURBANCES

[Text] Education Minister Yi Kyu-ho warmed yesterday that any college or 
university which remained plagued with campus disturbances in any form would 
eventually find itseif “losing its reason to exist." 


He gave the warming in a meeting of the presidents and deans of 97 four-year 
schools across the nationhurriedly convened at the Sejong Cultural Center 

to discuss matters related to the recent arson at the American Cultural 
Center in Pusan involving some college students. The gathering was also 
aimed at formally inaugurating the College Education Consultative Committee, 
to be composed of heads of the schools to deal with various academic affairs. 


What is peculiar about the recent campus disturbances is that they take place 
more frequently at schools rumning behind other schools in academic and 
research activities, Yi noted. “The recent arson case in Pusan made us 

feel vividly that the most extreme and destructive activities can be conceived 
on schooi campuses,” he further said. "This shocking case not only justifies 
our resolute determination and incessant efforts to overcome campus problems 
but also compels us to believe that stronger and more effective counter- 
measures are necessary in the days to come," Yi said. 


The minister also asserted that the arson case led to the belief that quali- 
tative improvement of college education and even national survival and 

deve lopment would not be materialized without successful control of campus 
disturbances. Campus problems are no longer confined to specific schools 

and possible solutions can be found only through the concerted efforts of all 
higher education institutions, he said. "Thus," Yi said, “we educators have 
no other choice but to renew our determination and resolve to provide better 
lectures, deeper research activities and stronger disciplinary action while 
seeking administrative measures corresponding to our efforts." 


Admitting the difficulties of insufficient qualified teaching staffs for 
ideological education, Yi, however, said all the older generation in the 
nation who had witnessed the vicissitudes of recent national history were 
in fact fully qualified for ideological education. 
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Congratulating the CECC on its inauguration, Yi pledged its members to render 
unreserved support in the financial and administrative fields for the quali- 
tative improvement of higher education. "With the operation of the committee, 
it is hoped that interference from the ministry in the affairs of college 
education will be greatly reduced in the future," he said. 


During the meeting, the ministry also handed down instructions to strengthen 
ideological education while making vigilant effort for the proper guidance 
of students.

HOUSE PANEL PROVES OSROK ON RICE IMPORTS

(iext] A National Assembly subcommittee on the foreign rice import issue 
inquired of the government yesterday about the background and procedures of 
its contract with the Connell Rice and Sugar Co. for an additional import of 
100,000 tons of U.S. rice produced in 1981. 


Members of the nine-man subpanel of the Economy-Science Committee argued that 
the contract with the Connell Co. was concluded after the Office of Supply 
(OSROK) entered into a contract with the Pacific International Rice Mills 
Inc. (PIRMI) to import 200,000 tons of American rice from the southern area. 
They pointed out that such a contract was made against the total amount of 
240,000 tons of “southern rice” the United States produced in 1981. 


In the third meeting of the subpanel, the lawmakers also asked Kim Chu-ho, 
administrator of the OSROK, why the government imported a total 2.4 million 
tons of U.S. rice in 1980, even t' sugh the country needed only 2 million tons 
at that time. Especially, subpanel members from the minority parties claimed 
in their respective interpellations that the OSROK made a contract with 
AGROPROM, a Swiss rice dealer, for the import of 60,000 tons of Italian and 
Burmese rice at the price of $335 per ton on 25 January 1981, while concluding 
another contract with the PIRMI for the import of 70,000 tons of rice at the 
price of $280 5 days later. They asked why the OSROK gave an unfair profit 

of $3.9 million to the AGROPROM as a result of the different prices. 


In his reply, Kim said that his office could not but make a contract with 
Connell for the import of 100,000 tons in addition because the U.S. rice 
dealer intended to press the U.S. Government through congressmen to reverse 
its understanding on the Korean purchase of 1 million tons of rice from Japan. 
He said that Korean buying of 1 million tons of Japanese rice required U.S. 
Government understanding. "The government decided to import 100,000 tons of 
American rice additionally through the Connell Co. since the import of 
Japanese rice was helpful to the national interests in various conditions," 
he said. 


The fourth session will be held at 10:00 am today. 


According to a copy of a contract with the PIRMI presented to the subpanel, 
OSROK concluded a contract with the American rice dealer for the import of 
70,000 tons of rice on 30 January. The contracted 70,000 tons of Califomia- 
produced rice will be completely taken over by the OSRCK before 15 July at 

the price of $280 per ton, according to the copy. Meanwhile, the Agriculture- 
Fisheries Ministry revealed in data submitted to the subpanel that the govern- 
ment did not import an “excessive” amount of rice in 1980.

An action against the two rice dealers was requested by Reps Yi Hyong-pae 
and Hong Sa-tok of the Democratic Korea Party, Rep Kim Chong-ha of the Korea 
National Party, and Rep Cho Sun-hyong, an independent, in the fourth meeting 
of the subcommittee. They also urged OSROK not to purchase the planned 
370,000 tons of foreign rice this year, according to Rep Yi of DKP. 


However, Rep Sin Sang-sik, chairman of the subpanel, said that his subpanel 
members shared the view that the government should take a prudent attitude 
in importing foreign rice. 


The subpanel members asked OSROK to offer a public tender in the days ahead, 
simultaneously adopting the previous method of private contracts, which had 
been regarded as the best way so far, according to changes in the situation 
on world grain markets.

Facing such a demand from opposition party members, the government has 
promised to study it, even though the government has not forgotten to add 
the word “deliberately.” The idea of exporting American rice to third 
countries is likely to be hotly debated. However, there are too many diffi- 
culties. Aside from the plausibility of exporting rice imported from the 
United States to third countries, too many compiicated problems arise. 


The first problem is whether the United States will agree to it. 


The second problem is that few people in the world eat rice we have contracted 
to import from California. The California rice appeals to our people's taste, 
but it does not to other peoples because of its oil content. 


The third problem is price. In view of the current trend in rice prices on 
the international market, it is hard to expect we could get a higher export 
price than we would pay for imports. We would have to sacrifice a great deal 
in foreign exchange. 


Knowing all this, the government has pledged to study the idea of reexporting 
American rice. This may be nothing more than rhetoric to save the opposition 
parties’ face. In a way, the 370,000 tons of rice we have contracted to 
import from the United States is something one hesitates to give up even though 
it is of little interest. Once it is imported, we are going to have a great 
deal of surplus rice. If we decide to reexport it, there are vast obstacles 
to be overcome. 


faking into consideration these problems, we think it is best to either 

cancel the rice contract with the United States or delay importing it. In 
view of our friendship and pledges to the United States Government for the 
import of the rice, doing so would be very difficult. However, it is our view 
that the national interest is no less important than friendship.

The nine-member subcommittee has started to draw up a recommendation to the 
government beginning tomorrow to put an end to the controversial rice scandal 
triggered by Grover Connell, an American rice broker. Connell sparked the 
alleged scandal early last month by claiming the Pacific International Rice 
Mills Inc (PIRMI) bribed some ranking Korean office of supply officials in 
return for high rice prices. 


Ruling and opposition lawmakers of the subcommittee have decided to draft a 
recommendation, but the question now is how to phrase it. The main concern 
of the lawmakers was to look into the import of “excessive amounts of 
American rice" and the alleged influence sought by some U.S. congressmen 

to pressure the Korean Government officials concerned to purchase American 
rice as well as the alleged bribery. 


The subcommittee members are no longer sceptical over the alleged bribery, 
but were deeply concerned on the pressure from the U.S. congressmen. 


In testimony before the subcommittee last week, Minister of Agriculture and 
eries Ko Kon said that “the import of foreign rice was inevitable in 
and 1981 because of the poor harvests in those years." "The government 
. to import rice from foreign countries because the country was on the edge 
of a rice crisis,” he said. 


The alleged rice deal kickback scandal spilled over into other areas--import 
of an excessive amount of rice and the country's overall agricultural policy-- 
which were also a target of criticism among the lawmakers of the subcommittee. 


Opposition lawmakers intensively questioned pertinent ministers about the 
import of “excessive amounts" of American rice.

According to well-informed government sources, the import of 370,000 tons of 
rice from the United States is inevitable.

During their 3-week activities to probe into the scandal, the subcommittee 
members also questioned the authorities concemed about the government plan 
to achieve self-reliance plan in the supply of rice, agricultural product 
import policy and other measures desiened for the benefit of the farmers. 


In reply to questions at the subcommittee, Minist. - Kim said that the govern- 
ment will do its maximum effort to achieve rice self-reliance by 198/ when the 
current 5-year economic and social development plan ends. “Priority will 

be given to enhancing agricultural productivity,” he explained. 


Rep Yi Chong-chan, floor leader of the ruling Democratic Justice Party (DJP), 
said that “there is no sign that Connell bribed Korean Government officials. 
0 this fact should be included in the recommendation.” 


However, Rep Im Chong-ki, Yi's counterpart of the opposition Democratic 
Korea Party, said that making such a conclusion is hasty because the rice 
scandal is now on trial in the United States. 


The subcommittee, established on 15 March, consists of Reps Sin Sang-sik

MINISTER URGES LOCAL INDUSTRIAL RESTRUCTURE

[Text] Deputy Prime Minister Kim Chun-song said yesterday that to meet the 
task of retooling the nation's industrial structure, the government will 
focus on phasing out the sectors which have reached the limit in comparative 
advantage. Kim told a group of businessmen that this will be conducted by 
leading the low-competitive sectors to change their trade lines, sell out 
their facilities overseas and go into joint ventures with foreign concerns. 


Addressing the graduates of the business school of Seoul National University, 
Kim who is also minister of economic planning, said, "The immediate task 
facing the economy is to restructure the local industries and play up market 
mechanism." Kim was the guest speaker at a luncheon meeting held in Lotte 
Hotel in Seoul. 


The top economic policy-makers said, however, that the government “will not 
invoke any direct intervention." The industrial retooling will be initiated 
mostly through banks the appropriate company maintains prime financial 
connections with and the government will limit its role to policy making, he 
disclosed. 


As for the market mechanism, Kim cautioned against any hurried changes. He 
said that the local market development has not yet reached the point that a 
free-market system could be preferably induced at once in all sectors ranging 
from interest rates and foreign exchange rates to prices. But in the long 
run, the deputy prime minister emphasized that the government will work 
toward firming the foundation for a free market, by putting interest rates 

in the hands of banks for example. "If an economic order based upon 
competition and efficiency is to be realized, market mechanism should 
function properly,” he noted. 


[he economic planner also said that two preconditions must be met before the 
nation’s economic order can be renewed--income redistribution and the social 
role of businesses. More equitable redistribution of income should be 
pursued but it is a matter in which the government cannot directly interfere, 
he mentioned. 


Kim said that in the future, the social contribution cf a business should be 
the key test in evaluating that business. 


In connection with the recent economic trend, the deputy prime minister said 
that the government is not self-complacent with the now evident price stability.

BOK PREDICTS LOAN WOES FOR DEVELOPING COUNTRIES

[Text] Seoul, 27 Mar (YONHAP)--The Bank of Korea (BOK) Saturday predicted 

a worsening of the international lending climate as a consequence of declining 
crude oil prices. In a report on future borrowing prospects from inter- 
national money markets, the bank said that because of worldwide decrease 

in oil consumption and prices, oil-producing countries would suffer deficits 
in the balance of their international payments this year, making it difficult 
for developing countries to find access to international loans. Oil-producing 
countries recorded a surplus of more than U.S.$60 billion in their balance 

of international payments last year, but that figure is expected to tumble 

to a deficit of $10 billion this year. As a result, oil-producing countries 
will rush to European money markets to finance their development projects and 
to repay foreign loans so far incurred, the report said. 


A greater portion of loans from international money markets will go to 
advanced countries instead of developing countries, and lending terms will 
become increasingly difficult for countries with poor financial credibility, 
the BOK added. 


The report listed higher interest rates, larger commissions and short-term 
preterential loans as the difficult lending terms which will hurt developing 
countries. This trend will affect the policies of international financing 
bodies such as the International Monetary Fund, which are expected to reduce 
their role in the economic development of developing countries. 


The BOK report said that despite the worsening international money market 
climate, Korea, with its strong financial standing in recent years, should 

have no difficulty securing its desired U.S.$7.5 billion in foreign loans 

this year, and it will be able to limit this year's deficit to under $4 billion, 
$400 million less than the original projection.

MONETARY BOARD REDUCES BANK INTEREST RATES

[Text] The bank lending rates will be lowered by 2 percent across the board 
effective tomorrow while deposit rates are to be reduced by 2.4 percent, the 
Monetary Board of Korea announced yesterday. At the same time, interest 
rate on concessional export financing loans will be slashed by 1 percent to 
ll percent per annum from the current 12 percent, the Monetary Board, the 
nation’s highest monetary policy-making organ said. 


Accordingly, the prime lending rate (commercial bill discount rate), the 
charge by the commercial banks to their best business borrowers, will be 
lowered to 13.5 percent per annum from the current 15.5 percent while the 
deposit rate on time savings maturing after 1 year will be lowered to 12.6 
percent from the current i5 percent. 


Announcing the revised interest rate package, the Monetary Board said that 

the bank rate cut is designed to lessen the financial burden of the beleaguered 
local business community and thereby rejuvenate sluggish business activities. 
The reduction was the fifth such move in less than 5 months in line with the 
declining trend of international money market rates and stabilized domestic 
economy. The previous four rounds of bank interest cuts were made on 

10 and 20 November, 30 December 1981, and 14 January this year. 


Considering the stabilized commodity price behavior which has been evident 
since late last year, there should be no exodus of bank savings as a result 
of the bank deposit rate cut, the Monetary Board observed. It noted that the 
nation's commodity price index this month dropped by 0.2 percent from a 

month earlier on the wholesale price basis, thus brightening the prospects 
for future price behavior. The government is confident to arrest this year's 
commodity price inflation within a single digit level. 


According to the Bank of Korea, the outstanding savings deposits with local 
commercial banks as of 20 March came to 254,600 million won as compared to 
230,500 million won registered in November last year, an indication that 
bank savings performance has been affected little by a recent series of bank 
interest cuts.

REVISED BANK RATES CALLED ‘PLEASANT SURPRISE‘

[Text] The announcement of the bank interest rate cut yesterday, thoush 
expected earlier, came as a pleasant surprise to the local business community 
which is still plagued by the protracted recession.

for the won-dollar exchange rate in an apparent move not to hurt the stabilized 


econom,. By a rule of thumb, the nation's business firms as a whole will 
be able to lessen their financial burden by 320 billion won which would 
otherwise be shouldered annually by themselves. 


‘hen taken into account the follow-up interest cut by the non-banking insti- 
tutions such as the short-term financing firms and insurance companies, the 
annual interest burden which local business interests escape annually will 
be in the neighborhood of 400 billion won, they observed.

U.S. SUPPORT FOR DEFENSE INDUSTRY URGED

[Editorial: "ROK-U.S. Security Cooperation"] 


[Text] Korean-American cooperation for security in this peninsula, and for 
that matter this part of Asia, has markedly increased since the Reagan 
government scrapped the U.S. forces withdrawal plan. Their partnership in 
defense, to all appearances, is at its best today in terms of joint readiness 
to meet any extermal attack on this country. 


This alliance anticipates further enhancement through the ROK-U.S. security 
consultative meeting to be held in Seoul Tuesday and Wednesday. The setting 
for this annual conference can hardly be more significant and symbolic of 
strong bonds than the current one which is blessed with the centennial of 
official relations between Korea and the United States. Into the bargain, 
their largest-ever joint military exercise, Team Spirit 82, has entered a 
full-dress operational phase. 


U.S. Defense “ecretary Caspar Weinberger arrives in Seoul today to head the 
American delegation at the 2-day security meeting. This visit, his first 

to Korea as the defense chief, in itself is important enough because it will 
enable him to confirm in reality the security situation as reviewed by Seoul 
and Washington and the military needs as evaluated by them to face the 
increasing challenge. 


While Korean-American security cooperation is on the rise, the North Korean 
military buildup continues to outrun Seoul's forces strength. This imbalance 
received due attention when Gen John A. Wickham, commander of the Korea-U.S. 
combined forces command, told a Senate subcommittee late last month that the 
North Korean forces outnumber those of this republic two to one in most 
areas. He said that North Korea has twice as many maneuvering vattalions, 
four times the number of ships, twice as many aircraft, three times the 
number of tanks, and twice as much artillery. In addition, North Korea 
maintains 100,000-man special forces, the largest of its kind, trained in 
irregular varfare. 


Although the number is not everything that counts in military strength, the 
existing imbalance no doubt is largely responsible for the persisting tension 
on this peninsula. The recent reinforcement of U.S. forces here with advanced 
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weapons and equipment makes up in part for the South-North numerical dispro- 
portion but is still short of a basic solution. 


The basic approach to the problem, needless to say, is for Seoul and 
Washington to step up the ongoing forces modernization program for this 
republic. This point must be elaborated by the two delegations at this we k's 
security meeting in Seoul. In effect, the question has led the list of 

issues at each security consultative conference in recent years and, in fact, 
progress has been made in this undertaking. But the increasing armed buildup 
in the North compels a further spur on our side. 


A continuing urgency in this regard is greater U.S. support for the develop- 
ment of Korea's munitions industry which is essential to increase the nation's 
self-reliance in defense. More U.S. technological help, as well as financial 
aid, is indispensable to bring up the fledgling defense industry to a 
serviceable level. Such progress will be remarkably conducive to meeting 

an emergency. 


The two countries are increasingly called upon to consider their partnership 
role from a wider viewpoint so as to take the regional picture of Northeast 
Asia into account. The Seoul meeting is expected to take strides in this 
direction, too.

[Excerpts] The subpanel of the National Assembly Economy-Science Committee, 
formed to probe into foreign rice imports, has so far met seven times and 
conducted a thorough investigation of foreign rice imports. As a result, 

it was made clear that nothing wrong occurred in importing rice from the 
United States in 1981. This being the case, the jurpose of the subpanel has 
been achieved and the people also are satisfied with the results. Naturally, 
we think it is time for the subpanel to cease its activities. 


The fact that nothing wrong has occurred in importing foreign rice has also 
been confirmed by the United States. After hearing testimony from officials 
of the U.S. State Department and Department of Agriculture at the 16 March 
public hearings, the U.S. House of Representatives has made it clear that 

no evidence has so far been found to back up the rumor of bribery as alleged 
by a U.S. rice dealer. 


As the truth of this rice incident has thus been proven, it is natural for 
the subpanel of the National Assembly Economy-Science Committee to cease 

its activities. It is regrettable, however, that some subpanel members are 
Still dragging the issue further under various subterfuges. They appear 
enthusiastic about driving the government into a corner by arguing, far from 
the essence of the issue, over whether to hold closed or open sessions. 


The attitude of these members differs greatly from that of the U.S. House 
of Representatives. Concluding that "since no corruption has been involved 
in the purchase of American rice by the Korean Government, Korea should buy 
more rice from the United States," the U.S. House of Representatives has 
wonderfully fulfilled its role in representing American rice dealers and 


farmers. Our National Assembly approached the issue from a partisan viewpoint, 


whereas the U.S. House of Representatives handled the question in such a 
way as to protect national interests. 


Our National Assembly should have displayed a united attitude toward this 
matter, regardless of partisan interests. 
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It would have been in the interests of the nation to have approached the 
issue from the standpoint of pumishing the foreign rice dealers. 


Nevertheless, the National Assembly created a controversy of this issue. 

We think this was a great mistake. Some National Assembly members, far from 
considering the matter in line with national interests, took advantage of it 
and tried to push the government into a corner. This being the case, it is 
regrettable that the National Assembly has once again displayed its old 
custom of wasting time unproductively by unnecessarily becoming involved in 
feuds and antagonisms.

MINISTER ANSWERS TO LAWMAKERS’ QUESTION ON RICE DEAL

[Text] The government will not bring in the 370,000 tons of rice it promised 
last year to purchase from the United States but disposed of the rice "in 

the form of a barter with a third country," Minister of Agriculture and 
Fisheries Ko Kon said yesterday. To this end, he will consult the ministries 
of foreign affairs, and commerce and industry and the Economic Planning Board 
[EPB] although it may involve diplomatic problems, he said. 


In response to lawmakers’ call for the scrapping of the proposed import of 
the American rice at the nine-member National Assembly subcommittee, he 
said the government will buy the rice but will not bring it into the nation. 
He said it is inevitable to purchase the rice because of a contract the 
government concluded with a U.S. rice broker last year. The contract calls 
for the import of 500,000 tons of rice and 130,000 tons have already been 
brought in. 


A U.S. congressman urged the government to buy the rice at the earliest date 
possible last year, but the government delayed the import until now to buy 
the rice at “an optimum price," he said. 


Replying to lawmakers’ allegations that the government purchased “an excessive 
amount of American rice," he said the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries 
made the decision tv buy 2,400,000 tons of rice in consultation with the EPB. 
The minister said the government has not promised to buy American rice 
produced this year. 


The government is considering levying dues on imported grains to create what 
he called a grain fund designed to realize self-sufficiency in food as early 
as possible, he said. 


Members of the subcommittee intensively questioned Minister Ko about the 

allegedly excessive import of American rice. They contended the ministry 
had ordered the Office of Supply to purchase 2,400,000 tons of U.S. rice, 
although it initially planned to buy 1,400,000 tons.

BOLD MEASURES FOR EXPORT PROMOTION PLANNED

[Text] A set of bold measures designed to inject fresh vigor into the 
sluggish export performance is in the making. Informed sources at the 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry said yesterday that interministry consul- 
tations are now under way to put into force the "export revitalization 
package" featuring the lowering of the concessional export financing loan 
interest rate to 10 percent from the current 12 percent per annum and 
devaluing the won against the U.S. dollar either all at once or on a step- 
by-step basis, among other things. 


The dispatch of a high-powered trade mission to strategic export markets is 
also under study, the sources said. 


The government move followed the report that the country's export performance 
has continuously remained in the doldrums since last November, thus casting 

a dark cloud over the export industrial front. "The export drive, the 
undisputed major pillar propping up the country's outward looking economy, 

is feared to lose ground unless timely measures are taken to regain its 
vitality," an industry official argued. They noted that interest rates for 
the export financing loans in Taiwan, Singapore and Japan, for instance, 

stand at 11, 10 and 6 percent respectively whereas Korea's rate still stands 
at 12 percent despite the recent series of bank interest cuts for other loans. 


Among other bottlenecks which the government plans to do away with in order 

to revitalize the export performance are the streamlining of export-related 
paperworks, the lowering of export overhead costs through the abolishment of 
various kinds of fees and charges and the improvement of the customs clearance 
system. Such administrative measures alone will not be a cure-all for the 
ailing export industry as a whole because the international trade climate is 
getting worse these days as evidenced by the growing trade protectionist 
measures in major importing countries and the still flat worldwide market 
demand caused by the protracted recession, an industry critic argued.

ROK-DEVELOPED FOREIGN COAL TO BE IMPORTED IN MAY

[Text] Seoul, 25 Mar (YONHAP)--Korea’s efforts to develop foreign resources 
and import them into the country will bear fruit in May when the state-rum 
Pohang Iron and Steel Co. (POSCO) brings in 50,000 tons of bituminous coal 
from Australia, the first time Korean-developed foreign resources will be 
imported. 


POSCO, which has invested nearly 37.3 million Australian dollars in 
Australia's Mt Thorley mine with the P.W. Miller Co. during the past 10 
years, began actual production last year and is expected to import an addi- 
tional 950,000 tons by the end of the year. 


In 1983, POSCO's annual imports from the Australian mine are estimated to 

be 850,000 tons. POSCO has also invested U.S.$68 million in the Tanoma mine 
of the United States during the past 4 years anc will annually import 600,000 
tons of American soft coal beginning next year. 


In addition, POSOO has developed Canada's Greenhill mine and as of 1983, 
will import 500,000 tons of Canadian coal yearly. 


At present, 25 Korean firms are engaged in the joint or independent develop- 
ment of coal, copper, uranium and other resources in nine countries. An 
estimated 2.5 million tons of foreign coal will be imported from Australia, 
Canada and the United States beginning next year, an Energy-Resources Ministry 
official said Thursday. 


Daesung and Hyundai have succeeded in developing an Australian coal mine 
after 28 years of prospecting, and are scheduled to bring in 500,000 tons of 
soft coal annually beginning in 1983, the official said. 


Korea's development of foreign resources and their subsequent importation are 


more favorable than purchases in international markets because Korean firms 
profit from these ventures, the official said.

[Editorial: "“Sino-U.S. Row Over Taiwan" ] 

[Text] After 10 years of evolving “honeymoon,” the relations between 
Washington and Peking are having it rough in recent weeks. The intricate 
triangle involving the two and Taiwan forms the bone of contention on one 
hand, and another triangle involving the two with the Soviet Union provides 
its tricky backdrop on the other. The two parties to the current dispute 
can hardly afford to lose each other despite a boid front shown once in a 
whiie. 


The Reagan administration's commitment to contin-e military aid to 
nationalist-controlled Taiwan over which Peking claims sovereignty angers and 
antagonizes communist China. Peking has of late been increasingly vocal in 
its opposition to such aid as the proposed sale of aircraft spare parts. 

The opposition is often couched in warnings that any American interference 

in China's internal affairs is intolerable. 


Although Peking neither hopes nor would dare a diplomatic break with 
Washington, these warnings as well as Peking’s refusal to back the U.S. 
policy toward Poland may be an example of China's open threat to suspend 
“strategic” ties that have been developing with the United States since the 
Sino-American normalization in 1979. 


As was the case with the downgrading of Dutch diplomatic relations, it 
appears certain that if Wast‘ngton proceeds with the arms sale to Taiwan, 

the U.S.-Peking relationship may go the same way. Last May China reduced 

its ties with the Netherlands by demanding the recall of the Dutch ambassador 
in Peking after the Dutch Government approved the sale cf two submarines to 
Taiwan. 


The $60 million spare parts deal of the United States requiring congressional 
consent came up as the acid test of Peking's oft-stated threat to downgrade 
its relations with Washington over its military support for Taiwan. Smaller 
arms sales had been made without much ado. Though the amount involved in 

the pending deal is far smaller than the Dutch deal, the Chinese are being 
very sensitive about the issue. 
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the looming dispute over the arms sale is further complicated as ~he Chinese 
are tightening strings all around. The confrontation has been extended into 
other fields such as American “unofficial" links with Taiwan and a new 
immigration law for immigrants from Taiwan. Washingtcn is hard pushed to 
maintain its qualified two-China policy with Peking reportedly contemplating 
withdrawal of its ambassador in the United States. 


Apart from the question of Taiwan, communist China would stand to lose vital 
American cooperation in the development of its offshore oil resources and 
inland coal deposits. The United States also has its own stake in the 
potentially vast market of mainland China. These mutual interests make for 
the need of a sustained marriage of convenience between the two giants. 


Peking may not be playing its Russian card by being hard on Washington. 
However, Moscow no doubt feels tempted to use its China card against the 
United States. Full reconciliation between the two former communist allies 
is unlikely in view of Peking's adamant rejection of hegeronism. But the 
two may returm to more or less normalized relations if the Russians go 
farther out to woo their Chinese neighbor. 


President Reagan cannot go back on his promise to maintain coop?rative bonds 
with Taiwan or to do more. But then he has to avoid estranging communist 
China, and at the same time keep the Soviet Union at bay. Correct and stable 
Sino-American ties will not only be a heavy counterweight to the Soviet power 
but also an important element of peace in northeast Asia.

[Text] Pyongyang, March 30 (KCNA)--The Democratic People's Republic of 
Korea now has a powerful independent national economy for the prosperity 
and grandeur of the country and constant improvement of the people's 
living. 


Under the wise guidance of the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song our people 
completely liquidated the economic backwardness left over by the Japanese 
imperialist colonial rule in a short span of time after the liberation 
and have built a powerful socialist independent national economy on the 
land where everything had been razed to the ground by a war.

Our modern engineering industry manufactures separate machines for various 
domains of the national economy and complete sets of equipment for power 
stations and chemical, metallurgical, cement and other modern works under 
construction.

The Korean economy is a juche-based one which is developing in reliance 
upon domestic resources and raw materials; its self-supply rate of raw 
taterials and fuel is over 70 per cent.

Poplars, white birches and other kinds of broad-leaved trees of the 
temporate zone are growing thick below the primitive forest zone covered 
with larch trees and other kinds of ever-green needle-leaf trees, and 
various kinds of cluster trees in a still lower zone. 


There are in the Paektusan nature reservation manbyongcho (a kind of 
rhododendron) which comes into flower even on the snow, mansam and over 
i00 species of other medicinal herbs and bellflower roots, mushrooms and 
more than 110 species of edible mountain herbs. 


The reservation called a "natural museum" of alpine plants is also a big 
"natural zoo." 


Inhabiting there are Korean tigers well known for their ferocity and 
agility, big bears, deer, roe deer and over 50 kinds of beasts and more 
than 130 kinds of birds.
